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* $100,000-a-day fine on bishops 


sets off flurry of 


NEW YORK (NC) — A federal judge set off a flurry of 
legal activity with an unprecedented order May 8 fining 
the U.S. Catholic bishops $100,000 a day for not turning 
over subpoenaed documents on their pro-life activities. 


U.S. District Judge Robert L. Carter of New York, a 
day after his original order, delayed from May 12 to May 
16 the deadline for turning over the records. But he added 
another penalty, ordering the bishops to pay their 
opponent’s expenses since last July in the litigation over 
the subpoena. 


THE OPPONENT, Abortion Rights Mobilization, 
first filed suit in 1980 to force the Internal Revenue 
Service to remove the tax-exempt status of the National 
Conference of Catholic Bishops and its public policy arm, 
the U.S. Catholic Conference. 


The abortion rights group claims that the two con- 
ferences have violated their tax-exempt status as 
charitable organizations by engaging in political activity 
for or against specific candidates because of their abortion 
views. The tax code permits tax-exempt charitable 
organizations to engage in limited political activities, but 
it flatly forbids them to campaign for or against political 
candidates. 


The actual trial of the case has been delayed by a series

of legal challenges by both the IRS and the NCCB- 
USCC. Although the NCCB-USCC was earlier removed 
as a direct defendant in the case, it has been fighting the 
subpoena while the IRS has been seeking summary dis- 
missal of the whole case. 


IN FEBRUARY the IRS lost the last of its appeals for 
summary dismissal, opening the door for enforcement of 
the subpoena. 


Attorneys for the bishops May 12 filed a notice of 
appeal of Carter’s order and asked the 2nd U.S. Circuit 
Court of Appeals for a stay, indefinitely postponing the 
effects of the subpoena and contempt-of-court citation 
until the appeal could be heard. 


Legal experts, meantime, could recall no precedent for 
any national church body, Catholic or otherwise, to be 
ruled in contempt of court: and slapped with major 
punitive fines for failing to follow a court order. 


THE REV. DEAN Kelley, a church-state specialist for 
the National Council of Churches since 1960, said he had 
never come across a case in which a national church body 
had been cited for contempt, although various local con- 
gregations and individual ministers had been found: in 
contempt.

Carter, in his May 8 ruling, said the NCCB and USCC 
‘“‘have willfully misled the court and the plaintiffs and 
have made a travesty of the court process’’ by failing to 
comply with his subpoena. 

Carter ordered each conference to pay a fine of $50,000 
a day for as long as they remained in contempt. The 
combined daily fine for the two conferences would add up 
to $36.5 million a year — nearly $10 million more than 
their total combined budget in 1986. 


BISHOPS’ CONFERENCE officials had decided in 
March to defy the subpoena, in effect inviting a contempt 
citation as the only means available to appeal the judge’s 
claim that his court has a right to gain access to the 
church-owned documents. 


Attorneys on both sides said that the judge’s additional 
order May 9, requiring the NCCB and USCC to reim- 
burse the subpoena litigation fees of the opposition, would 
probably rise or fall with the success of the bishops’ appeal 
of the subpoena itself. If a higher court ruled in favor of 
the bishops, it would probably nullify the reimbursement 
order, they said. 


Lawrence Lader, president of Abortion Rights 
Mobilization, said in a telephone interview May 8 that 
the judge’s contempt citation was justified by the “‘years 
of evasion”’ in which the bishops’ conferences ‘‘stone- 
walled’’ his organization’s efforts to obtain necessary 
information for its lawsuit.

Migrants’ gift is first Communion

OCEANSIDE — Thirty migrant workers, most from 
Mexico, ended the harvesting season here by receiving 
their first Communion May 10, the date Mother’s Day is 
celebrated in Mexico. 


It was their gift to their mothers, said Franciscan Father 
Jorge Robledo, celebrant of weekly outdoor Sunday 
Masses for the migrants who walk several miles to attend. 


A CROWD of nearly 200 gathered outside the home of 
Sara and Gregorio Suarez for the first Communion 
liturgy. Campesinos (field workers) predominated in the 
assembly. Several owners of the fields, who employed the 
migrants, also participated. 


Concelebrants were Bishop Gilbert Chavez, Father 
Luis Vitale, superior of the Franciscans’ Santa Barbara 
province, and Father Robledo. 

The communicants’ white albs and crucifixes hanging 


from their necks: glistened in the early evening sun. Each 
clasped a candle decorated with daisies and a rosary.

THEY WALKED in procession down the driveway 
under two arches of geraniums that had been stretched 
across it. In the center of one arch, red and white 
geraniums formed the words bienvenido, senor obisbo 
(welcome, bishop). 


The garage also abounded with multi-colored flowers in 
front of the altar and, above it, a painting of Our Lady of 
Guadalupe. 


In his homily, Bishop Chavez congratulated the 
communicants. Receiving the Eucharist is like being 
reborn, he said, exhorting them to continue their growth 
in the Catholic faith. He also commended the campesinos 
for transforming acres of weeds into fields of fruit and 
flowers. ‘“You will never own the land here; your land 
will be in heaven,’’ he said. 


THE SETTING sun slowly darkened the scene as the 
spirit of celebration heightened with loudly proclaimed 
responses and singing accompanied by guitars and Father 
Robledo’s harmonica. The Spanish choir of St. Mary 
Star of the Sea Church, Oceanside, led the music. 

Several communicants presented gifts to Bishop 
Chavez in the Offertory procession — crates of straw- 
berries and baskets of fruit and flowers.

The Suarezes carried a plate of grapes and wine; the 
liturgy was also a celebration of their 40th wedding 
anniversary. Catechists Dolores and Ezequiel Gonzales, 
who prepared the communicants to receive the sacrament 
during four months of instruction, presented a basket of 
vegetables. 


BEFORE RECEIVING the Eucharist, the com- 
municants lighted their candles from the homemade 
paschal candle on the altar. The darkness that had 
descended on the gathering was thus dispelled by flames 
illuminating rows of solemn, sun-darkened faces. 


Father Robledo presented each communicant with a 
first Communion certificate and copy of the New 
Testament. 


After they extinguished their candles, Bishop Chavez 
led the assembly in a litany of praise. Among those he 
hailed were Our Lady of Guadalupe, .the Catholic 
Church, Pope John Paul II, Bishop Leo T. Maher, 
Mexico, and the Suarezes.

TUBAL OVUM TRANSFER — The first 
baby to be conceived in the United States 
through an infertility procedure approved by 
the Catholic Church has been born at St. 
Elizabeth’s Medical Center in Dayton. The 
baby, Nathan Charles Hofmann, a healthy 5 
pounds, was born five weeks premature May 2 
at the hospital, which developed the procedure 
called tubal ovum transfer. ‘‘‘Nathan’ means 
a gift from God and he’s definitely our little 
gift,’’ said the father, Chuck Hofmann, at a 
hospital press conference May 5. Hofmann 
said he and his wife, Cathie, struggled to 
overcome infertility for five of their seven years 
of marriage but went to St. Elizabeth’s when 
they heard of the ovum transfer program. 


ADOPTION BATTLE — A Catholic agency 
handling adoptions has asked for a review of a 
Delaware Supreme Court decision preventing 
a single woman from placing her baby for 
adoption because she will not identify the 
baby’s father. An attorney in the case said the 
decision might mean a childhood of permanent 
foster care for the baby. The agency, Catholic 
Social Services Inc. in the Diocese of 
Wilmington, asked the court for a re-argument 
of the case in an attempt to get it to overturn its 
April 21 ruling. A three-judge panel of the 
court, on an appeal brought by Catholic Social 
Services, upheld a lower family court decision 
and agreed that the father has a due process 
right to be notified of the child’s existence and 
of the termination of his parental rights. 


THEOLOGIANS THREATENED — The 
Vatican’s action regarding U.S. theologian 
Father Charles Curran represents a new 
interpretation of dissent that may threaten 
“the critical function’’ of all theologians, a 
former theology dean at Rome’s Gregorian 
University has said. Father Francis A. 
Sullivan, a U.S. Jesuit who has written a book 
on the church’s teaching authority, said in an 
interview May,1 that the case had raised basic 
questions about theologians’ ‘‘right to. be 
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critical.’’ ‘“The idea that Catholic theologians, 
at any level of education, can only teach the 
official church position, and present only those 
positions in their writings, is new and 
disturbing,’’ said Father Sullivan, who has 
taught ecclesiology at Gregorian University for 
30 years. 


PRIORITY FOR THE POOR — Mother 
Teresa of Calcutta says she and her sisters 
cannot love the poor and do church justice and 
peace work. “‘You cannot serve two masters,”’ 
Mother Teresa said. For all her compassionate 
work among the world’s poorest people, 
Mother Teresa does not feel called to engage 
in direct political or social justice activities, she 
said during an interview at the Calcutta 
motherhouse of the Missionaries of Charity, 
which she founded in 1950. ‘‘That’s not our 
charism. It’s better that each follow the way 
God has given them,”’ she said. She insisted 
her 3,000 sisters worldwide are ‘‘not social 
‘workers, but contemplatives in action, sisters 
leading consecrated lives.”’ 


PEDOPHILIC PRIESTS — Sexual 
molestation of children by Catholic clergy is 
the church’s most serious problem ‘‘in 
centuries’’ and has far-reaching consequences, 
said Dominican Father Thomas P. Doyle, a 
canon lawyer. The church has a deep 
obligation to the laity to look into the problem 
of priests afflicted by such a disorder, known as 
pedophilia; he added. Father Doyle, from the 
Dominican House of Studies in Washington, 
spoke April 29 during the annual Eastern 
regional conference of the Canon Law Society 
of America, held in Morristown. Father Doyle 
said pedophilia cases could cost the church 
massive monetary settlements paid to victims 
and their families, the jailing of priests, the 
possible suicide of priests, suicide of victims, 
the prosecution of bishops for criminal 
negligence, and a nationwide class action suit 
against the church for billions of dollars.

Is Mary a woman for our times? 


The “Instruction on Christian Freedom and 
Liberation’’ issued a few weeks ago by the Vatican’s 
doctrinal congregation holds up Mary, the mother of 
God, as the most perfect image of freedom and liberation. 


I dare say it will seem strange to many Catholics that 
Mary is held up as a model in a document pointedly 
stating that ‘‘situations of grave injustice require the 
courage to make far-reaching reforms and to suppress 
non-justifiable privileges. ’’ 


POPULAR DEVOTION to Mary has tended to be 
rather sentimental and far removed from the struggle for 
social justice. But it is good to recall that in the early ’70s 
Pope Paul VI went even further than the doctrinal 
congregation’s new instruction in this regard, with special 
emphasis on Mary as a model for those committed to the 
liberation of women in today’s male-oriented society. 


Pope Paul’s apostolic exhortation on Marian devotion 
urged bishops, pastors and the faithful to pay careful 
attention to the findings of the human sciences with a view 
to showing how Mary can be considered ‘‘a mirror of the 
expectations of the men and women of our times.”’ 


According to Paul VI, the gains women have made in 
terms of equality and co-responsibility have not lessened 
Mary’s exemplary role in the church. She has always 
been proposed by the Church ‘‘as an example to be 
imitated not precisely in the type of life she led, and much 
less for the socio-cultural background in which she lived 
and which today scarcely exists anywhere.’’ Rather Mary 
is considered an example for the way ‘‘she fully and 
responsibly accepted the will of God. . . and acted on it, 
and because charity and a spirit of service were the

people of this world from their privileged positions.’’ 
Pope Paul stressed. 


The New York Times reported from Rome that this so- 
called women’s-lib section of the letter, was written by the 
pope himself. If so, the pope might have taken his lead 


from something St. Therese of Lisieux said before he was 


born. : 


St. Therese was raised in a period in French 
ecclesiastical history characterized by a rather sentimental 
kind of Marian devotion. ‘‘All the sermons I have heard 
on Mary have left me unmoved,”’ she said at the end of 
her life. She added: 


‘“HOW I wish I had been a priest, to be able to preach 
on the Blessed Virgin! . . . For a sermon on the Blessed 
Virgin to bear fruit, it would have had to show her real 


life, which the Gospel gives us hints about, and not an 
imaginary life... . . We can well guess that her real life, 
-in Nazareth and later, must have been very ordinary.”’ 


St. Therese concluded by saying that ‘‘if in listening to 
a sermon on the Blessed Virgin we are forced from 
beginning to end to grasp with amazement. . . we soon 
have enough of it, and that leads neither to love nor to 
imitation.”’ 


Like St. Therese, Pope Paul wants us not to gasp with © 


amazement at the Blessed Mother’s virtues but to imitate 
her life of faith, hope and charity in terms of today’s 
problems and aspirations. She is for him the perfect model 
of the disciple of the Lord ‘‘who builds up the earthly and 
temporal city while being a diligent pilgrim toward the 
heavenly and eternal city, the disciple who works for that 
justice which sets free the oppressed and for that charity 


_ which assists the needy.’’ 


WHILE POPE Paul probably didn’t go as far as some 
people in the women’s liberation movement might have 
wished, his apostolic letter did represent a significant step 
in the direction the more realistic leaders of the movement 
are trying to lead us.

The significance of the pope’s synagogue visit 


By now, columnists and others have 
taken the opportunity to comment — all 
favorably — on Pope John Paul II’s 
recent visit to Rome’s central synagogue, 
situated in what was once the Rome 
ghetto. 


Everything about the event had a 
remarkably positive quality: the mutual 
embrace with Rome’s chief rabbi upon 
the pope’s arrival on the steps of the 
synagogue, the thunderous ovation that 
greeted the pope and Rabbi Toaff as they 
entered the synagogue, the scene of the 
two men sitting side by side on identical 
gilt and brocade thrones, their praying in 
turn from the Psalms, the pope’s extra- 
ordinary address, the exchange of gifts, 
and the meetings with various Jewish 
leaders as well as with the mother of a 
two-year-old child who had been killed 
during a terrorist attack on the synagogue 
in 1982. 


THE POPE’S visit to the Rome 
synagogue was a triumph for Catholic- 
Jewish relationships and for the spirit of 
healing and reconciliation that the whole 
world so desperately needs. 


It was undoubtedly one of the highest 
of the high-points of John Paul II’s 
pontificate. And there are no ‘‘buts’’ 
about it. 


That isn’t to say, however, that the 
visit’s full significance has been 
universally perceived and explored. It 
hasn’t. 


MORE THAN a few observers noted, 
for example, how short a distance the 
Holy Father had to travel to participate in 
so historic an event: just a mile from the 
Vatican, across the Tiber. 


But most, if not all, of these observers 
have missed an important theological 
point. 

Of course, the pope doesn’t have to 
leave Italy to make world news. On the 
contrary, the best kind of news he can 
make is the kind he makes at home, when

IT IS as bishop of Rome that the pope 
occupies the place he occupies in the 
Catholic Church: Being the bishop of 
Rome isn’t just another title he happens 
to acquire when he’s elected pope. 


The pope is the pope precisely because 
he zs the bishop of Rome. 


Many Catholics, however, continue to 
refer to the pope as if he himself weren’t a 
bishop. They speak of ‘‘the pope and the 
bishops,’’. as if he were one kind of 
pastoral minister and the bishops were 
another. 


IT..WOULD be more accurate to 
speak of ‘‘the pope and the other bishops’’ 
or “‘the pope and his brother bishops.”’ 


The pope himself is a member of the 
college of bishops, and at the same time 
its head. i 


There are not two separate centers of 
pastoral authority in the Catholic 
Church: the pope on the one side, and the 
college of bishops on the other. 


THE COLLEGE of bishops, which 
includes the pope as the chief bishop. of 
the Church, is the only subject of supreme 
pastoral authority in the Church. 


This was precisely the argument the 
late Father Karl Rahner made back in 
1962 in a remarkable book, The 
Episcopate and the Primacy, which he co- 
authored with Cardinal Joseph 
Ratzinger, the current head of the 
Congregation for the Doctrine of the 
Faith. 


If Catholics themselves still isolate the 
pope from his pastoral office in the 
Diocese of Rome, how can we blame the 
secular media for missing the mark and 
for thinking of the pope as having only an 


international role?

THE FIRST and most effective way 
for the pope — any pope — to influence 
the Catholic Church and the world 
beyond it is by being the very best bishop 
of Rome he can possibly be.

And he’d have been in the media center 
of the world. There would have been no 
more brightly lit stage for his gesture of 
reconciliation.

JOHN PAUL II is, before all else, the 


: bishop of Rome.:If he is to teach the rest 


of the Church in his capacity as its 


“universal pastor,’’ it will be through the 
example he sets as pastor of the Diocese of 
Rome. 


In the Catholic scheme of things, we 
look to Rome, not for the drop of the 
inquisitor’s mallot on dissident heads, but 
for guidance and inspiration on how to be 
“*Church.”’ 


Pope John Paul II’s pastoral visit to 
Rome’s synagogue last month was a first- 
class event in every sense ’of the word. It 
set an example for us all.

Commission questions bombing’s proportionality

Our analysis of the Libya bombing viewed in light of 
the American bishop’s 1983 peace pastoral differs sharply 
from the perspective expressed by Liz Schevtchuk in the 
April 24 edition of Southern Cross. 


To quote the pastoral, ‘“The moral theory of the ‘just- 
war’ or ‘limited-war’ doctrine begins with the pre- 
sumption which binds all Christians: we should do no 
harm to our neighbor; and the possibility of taking even 
one human life is a prospect we should consider in fear 
and trembling.’’ However, ‘‘faced with the fact of attack 
on the innocent, the presumption that we do no harm, 
even to our enemy, yielded to the command of love 
understood as the need to restrain an enemy who would 
injure the innocent.” 


While recognizing the existence of situations where self- 
‘defense is called for, the bishops strongly remind us that 
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the just-war teaching has evolved as an effort to prevent 
war, A decision to go to war ‘“‘especially today, requires 
extraordinarily strong reasons for overriding the 
presumption in favor of peace and against war (emphasis 
theirs).”’ 


CONDITIONS WHICH must be met in order for the 
decision to go to war to be morally permissible include: 
just cause, competent authority, comparative justice, 
right intention, last resort, probability of success and pro- 
portionality. 

We must seriously question the Reagan 
administration’s claims of acting within the framework of 
the ‘‘just-war’’ theory regarding its decision to bomb 
targets in Libya. 

The bishops in their 1983 pastoral recall that both 
Popes Pius XII and John XXIII made it clear that if war 
of retribution was ever justifiable, the risks of modern war 
negate such a claim today. Although Reagan 
Administration officials are calling the bombing an act of 
‘‘self-defense,’’ we feel their terminology must be closely 
examined and not blindly accepted. 


UNDER THE heading of ‘‘competent authority,’’ the 
bishops state ‘“The requirement that a decision to go to 
war must be made by competent authority is particularly 
important in a democratic society... Some of the 
bitterest divisions of society in our own nation’s history, 
for example, have been provoked over the question of 
whether or not a president of the United States has acted 


constitutionally and legally in involving our country in a 


de facto war, even if — indeed especially if — war was 
never formally declared.’’ In this case, war has not been 
formally declared, nor was Congress consulted before the 
bombs were dropped. 

‘“‘For resort to war to be justified, all peaceful alter- 
natives must have been exhausted.’’ Just the day before 
our air strike upon Libya, the European communities’ 
foreign ministers met in emergency session in an attempt 


to defuse the conflict between the United States and 
Libya, calling for further economic and diplomatic 
options. Could we not have allowed more time for these 
non-military alternatives to make their pressure felt? The 


fact that the world community has generally opposed our — 


actions in Libya is evidence that strong belief exists that 
there must be a better alternative to meeting violence with 
violence. 


“Probability of success” is another area of questionable 
conformity. Can we be reasonably assured that 
our actions will bring about an end to terrorism? There is 
diversity of opinion on this point even among Reagan 
administration officials. Many foreign policy experts, 
especially those with expertise in Middle Eastern affairs, 
have pointed out that our actions may indeed be counter- 
productive, and escalate the level of terrorism. 


THE FINAL area of concern is the criterion of propor- 
tionality. According to the bishops, ‘‘proportionality 
means that the damage to be inflicted and the cost 
incurred by war must be proportionate to the good 
expected. In today’s interdependent world even a local 
conflict can affect people everywhere; this is particularly 
the case when nuclear powers are involved. Hence a 
nation cannot justly go to war today without considering 
the effect of its action on others and on the international 
community.’’ With news reports listing military and 
civilian casualties at well over 100, was our response pro- 
portionate, even in light of despicable terrorist activities? 


In their pastoral letter, the bishops quote Pope Paul VI, 
saying ‘‘peace cannot be limited to a mere absence of war, 
the result of an ever precarious balance of forces. No, 
peace is something built up day after day, in the pursuit of 
an order intended by God, which implies a more perfect 
form of justice among men and women.”’ 

They go on to explain, ‘‘this positive conception of 
peace sees it as the fruit of order; order in turn is shaped 
by the values of justice, truth, freedom and love.”’ 


NOT UNTIL the United States has used all of its 
economic, diplomatic and moral resources to build a com- 
prehensive and just settlement in the Middle East, will the 
‘‘just-war’’ criterion give credence to American displays 
of military might.

SAN DIEGO — The Tijuana Outreach project of Our 
Lady of Mount Carmel parish, Rancho Pefiasquitos, is 
more than monthly trips with food, clothing and funds 
taken to the border town. Parishioners of Tijuana’s San 
Luis de Gonzaga Church also reach out to their OLMC 
friends. 


Four members of the Tijuana church prepared and 
served a Mexican dinner for about 250 in OLMC’s parish 
center May 4. 


THEY ARE relatives of the recently deceased Frances 
‘Ramirez, who continue her ministry of caring for about 
30 needy families in two Tijuana parishes. Some are ill 
and handicapped, Ramirez’ daughter, Maria Carbajal 
said. 


Ramirez had linked their needs with a few Catholic 
churches in San Diego that responded with donations of 
food and clothing. OLMC parishioners have also 
contributed funds and items such as wheelchairs, beds, 
cribs, stoves and medication, said Kim Malone, Outreach 
Committee chairwoman. 


“We strive to imitate our Lord’s act of washing the 
apostles’ feet at the Last Supper,’’ she said, adding that 
outreach members:also pray with the people they serve. 


THE FIESTA was a cooperative undertaking by the 
San Diego and Tijuana parishes, she said. Twenty-one 
members of the Tijuana church’s youth choir provided 
music. 


Proceeds estimated at $450 will be given to the pastor of 
St. Louis de Gonzaga Church for use in building a clinic 
on the premises, said Gregory Evans, chairman of 
OLMC’s Peace and Justice Commission. However,the 
purpose of the fiesta ‘‘was not to raise money, but to raise 
people’s awareness of the needs’’ of Tijuana’s poor, he 
said. 

Sister Antonia Brenner, who lives and ministers in 
Tijuana’s La Mesa prison, eulogized Ramirez in her talk 
during the celebration. : 


OLMC’S OUTREACH began working with Ramirez 
about two years ago. Those questioned spoke of her as a 
saint. 


She suffered from poverty when she was a child, and 
“didn’t want to see other people suffer,’’ her daughter 
said, recalling her mother’s frequent assertions of ‘‘doing 
God’s work.”’ 

“Parishioners were asked to contribute rice and beans, 
which now total nearly 500 pounds each month, Malone 
said.

ABOUT A dozen members take this food and clothing 
to Ramirez’ home each month where her widower and 


mother, Florencia Garcia, live. Carbajal said she divides . 


the commodities into 30 bags for distribution, by the 
group. 

First, they feast on a meal Garcia has prepared. Then 
they head for the hovels of people they have befriended 
through their association with Ramirez. 


Jovita, a partially blind amputee who lives alone, used 
to get her bed drenched by rain coming through a 
damaged roof before OLMC visitors replaced a large 
section of it,’’ said Larry Boyer, one of the group. 


HE DESCRIBED Rosa, a withdrawn mother who 
lives with her three children in a three-walled hut. The 
Rancho Pefasquitos parishioners furnished funds to add 
the fourth wall, he said. 


Outreach members see a spiritual wealth in these 
people living in physical poverty. 

“Despite such adverse conditions, they are ‘‘loving, 
warm. . . and share what they have,’’ Malone said. 


“WE HAVE grown from the joy they reflect,’ Evans 
said. 


Boyer cited an OLMC parishioner who asked to join 
the group to overcome his prejudice against Hispanics. 
After his warm reception in one of their homes, he wanted 
to continue making the trips to Tijuana, Boyer said. 


The outreach is expanding its service south of the 
border. OLMC’s parish council recently agreed to 
sponsor Our Lady of the Assumption Hospice in Tijuana 
by contributing $500 each month toward its upkeep. 
Bishop Emilio Berlie of the Diocese of Tijuana dedicated 
the hospice March 19. His diocese will operate the seven- 
bed facility which will soon receive patients. 


ACCORDING TO a written proposal by the parish’s 
Peace and Justice Commission, the project is undertaken 
in memory of Norma Lisia, the hospice’s first applicant 
who died “‘thirsty and cold. . . without the dignity and 
comfort the hospice would have provided.”’ 


Other organizations, such as Serving Hands 
International which is a former home donated to Sister 
Brenner, also sponsor the hospice. 


Outreach member Martha Wolfe will be its full-time 
volunteer director. A registered nurse, she has wanted to 
work with the terminally ill since she had a ‘‘near death, 
out-of-the-body, experience’ 20 years ago. This ended 
her fear of death and motivated her desire to allay other 
people’s anxiety of dying.

THE TIJUANA hospice is more appealing to Wolfe 
than the San Diego program which offers home health 
care. ‘‘Our patients will be coming from the streets,’’ she 


said. ‘‘I don’t know how it will work out. . . it’s a walk in 
faith.’’ 


Other hospice staff. members will be hired from 
Tijuana. Some nurses from San Diego have volunteered 
their services, she said. 


~OLMC’s outreach is also helping to complete con- 
struction of a clinic at San Luis de Gonzaga Church. 
According to Evans, it is 80 percent finished, has three 
walls standing, but “‘looks like a bombed out building.”’ 
He said approximately $2,000 are needed to complete the 
clinic. Donated medical equipment will then make it 
functional. 


RAMIREZ HAD worked toward the goal of erecting 
the structure with medical and dental clinics on the first 
floor, meeting rooms on the second story and a rectory on 
the third floor. 


Outreach members say their efforts to help Tijuana’s 
poor have been more than repaid. 


Malone recalls the ‘‘multiplication of the toys’’ on the 
feast of the Epiphany in January 1985. She and other 
parishioners took a box of toys for children attending 
religion classes at St. Louis de Gonzaga Church. She said 
there were not enough gifts for the 80 youngsters who 
greeted them. But as she distributed the toys, ‘‘the 
number didn’t diminish, and the children took gifts home 
to their brothers and sisters.”’ 


“*You feel rewarded when you leave Mexico. . . there 


is a kinship between our parishioners and the people’ 


served that is brotherhood in Christ.’’ Boyer said.

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Dissent an act of loyalty, theology professor says

LA JOLLA — Rather than being viewed as treason, 
disloyalty, or lack of patriotism, dissent should be seen as 
an act of loyalty, suggested a prominent theologian in a 
recent appearance at the University of California at San 
Diego. 

Dr. Robert McAfee Brown, a professor of theology and 
ethics at Berkeley’s Pacific School of Religion spoke on 
‘Religion and the Role of Dissent’’ to.a near capacity 
crowd in Peterson Hall as a guest of the Burke Lecture- 
ship on Religion and Society. 


BROWN TOLD the audience that dissent derives its 
purpose from the role of religion in our lives. Religion, he 
said, has a three-fold purpose in the human experience: 


® to give life a meaning that will ultimately be made 
clear. 


® to strengthen believers during times of testing. 


® to provide a norm or standard by which we are dis- 
satisfied by the way things are. 


“Religion frees us to make change,’’ he said. “‘It 
provides a forum from which we can determine what to 
affirm and what to disavow.”’ 


Dissent, therefore, is an act of loyalty by which we must 
judge our country by what it ought.to be. ‘‘Our highest 
loyalty is in the God we believe in,’’ Brown said. ‘‘If we 
believe in justice, we can’t believe in Marcos, apartheid, 
or injustice. There is no neutral (position), otherwise you 
end up supporting injustice.”’ 

BROWN CITED the question posed to Jesus by the 
Pharisees a few days before his crucifixion. ‘“They tried to 
trip him up by asking if they should pay taxes to the 
emperor or not,’’ Brown recalled. ‘‘Jesus responded after 
asking them to identify the face on a denarius: ‘Render to 
Caesar what is Caesar’s and to God what is God’s.’ ”’ 


Today’s debate about the role of dissent centers around 
what is Caesar’s and what is God’s, the Presbyterian

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theologian said. 


Our temptation, he added, is to render to Caesar what 
should be rendered. to God. Caesar’s temptation is to be 
like God and command our total loyalty. 


REFLECTING ON the nature of the God we 
inherited from the Hebrew tradition, Brown recalled the 
“marching orders’? — the ten commandments Yahweh 
gave to the Israelites after they fled Egypt. “The great sin 
for the Hebrew prophets was not lack of faith in a God, 
but believing in the wrong god — idolatry.”’ 

Essentially, in chapter 20 of the Book of Exodus, God 
describes himself as a God of justice who set his people 
free from the bondage of Pharoah, Brown said. 


Contemporary idols are law and order, money and 
totalitarianism. ‘‘You cannot elevate to the status of God 
what is not God,”’ he said. 


THE SANCTUARY movement is a classic example of 
the clash between Caesar and God, Brown said. ‘“The 
churches and synagogues involved in this effort justify 
their actions on the belief that we are all made in God’s 
image. Because God is a God of justice, we are called to 
act justly.”’ 

The eight defendants, who had been convicted just a 
few hours prior to Brown’s talk, must now appeal to the 
conscience of the nation, he said. ‘‘Forced to choose 
between loyalty to God and loyalty to Caesar, we must 
choose God even if it means defying the law in order to 
make the government aware of injustice.”’ 


Sanctuary defendants, Brown noted, based their 
defense on the U.S. Refugee Act of 1980 which 
guarantees asylum to political refugees who come here out 
of fear for their lives. The United Nations, he said, 
also has provisions which guarantee refuge to political 
refugees. 

THE U.S. government insists that Central Americans 
seeking. asylum here are economic refugees, merely 
seeking a better life for themselves and their families, 
Brown said. 

“There have been 50,000 civilians killed in El Salvador 
in the last six years, yet less than three percent of those 
refugees rounded up here are allowed to stay.”’ 


Brown challenged his audience, which included 
religious leaders of all faiths, to become active in the 
sanctuary movement. 
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‘CWE HAVE a moral obligation to join the sanctuary 
movement. We cannot be intimidated and send these 
people back to El Salvador. It must be a decision for God 
and not for Caesar.”’ 


In his closing remarks, Brown addressed the issue of 
well meaning people of faith who hold diametrically 
opposed points of view about such issues as sanctuary, 
abortion, and nuclear disarmament. 


‘“‘We can’t be arrogant. We must have conviction while 
recognizing that we might be wrong. What we want to do 
and what God wants to do are not always identical.’’ 


THE BURKE Lectureship was named in honor of the 
late Father Eugene M. Burke, a teacher, theologian, 
scholar, church historian and ecumenist, who served the 
Catholic community on the La Jolla campus for seven 
years until his death in 1984. 


Brown said he and Father Burke became friends at the 
Second Vatican Council where Brown served as a 
Protestant observer.

ENCINITAS — Every day since June 
1981 the Blessed Virgin Mary has 
reportedly appeared almost daily in a 
small village in western Yugoslavia. Six 
children, then ages 13 to 16, witnessed the 
apparitions for the first time June 24 
while they were watching sheep on a 
mountain in Medjugorje, Yugoslavia, 
according to Franciscan Father Serafin 
Vistica. 


The retired priest who lives in a 
monastery in Chicago, Ill., was in 
Encinitas last month to visit his ill sister. 
During his visit, Father Vistica was 
invited to address several groups about 
the reported Marian apparitions in 
Medjugorje, appearances that have 
drawn thousands of people throughout 
the world to the small Yugoslavian village 
about 40 miles from the Adriatic Sea. 


THE MARIAN apparitions seen by 
the six children, four girls and two boys, 
have been studied by Vatican officials and 
medical experts, Father Vistica said 
during an interview with Southern Cross. 
Medical examinations have revealed that 
the youth are “‘mentally and physically 
healthy,’’ and physicians have said they 
are in ‘‘real ecstacy’’ during the visions. 


Although the Vatican has yet to make 
any determination on the reported 
appearances, Yugoslavian Bishop Pavao 
Zanic of Mostar-Duvno has met with the 
pope to.discuss the apparitions. Bishop 
Zanic, in whose diocese Medjugorje is 
located, has said he does not ‘believe the 
apparitions are authentic. He and the 
Yugoslavian bishops have discouraged 
pilgrimages to the village until the 
religious commission investigating the 
site has finished its work. 


Father Vistica said, however, that 


Bishop Zanic had initially defended the . 


children’s statements about the 
apparitions, but ‘‘changed his mind’’ 
after being summoned to a Yugoslavian 
police station. 

“THE POPE will proclaim the last 
judgment in the Church’’ about 
authenticity of the Marian apparitions in 
Medjugorje, the Franciscan priest said.

During the first appearance, the six 
children were told by the Marian image, 
‘‘T am the mother of God; I am the 
mother of Jesus; I am the Queen of 
peace,’ Father Vistica said. 


At subsequent apparitions, the young 
people have. been told by the vision that 
they “‘must pray for the conversion of 
sinners and of the whole world,”’ he said. 
If the world’s people are not converted, 
Mary has told the six, the world will be 
destroyed. 


THE VIRGIN Mary has also told the 
youth to fast twice a week, on 
Wednesdays and Fridays, and to pray the 
complete rosary daily, Father Vistica 
said. 


Father Vistica is no stranger to 
Medjugorge or Yugoslavia. He was born 
in what was then known as Croatia (now 
Yugoslavia) in 1903. During the early 
1940s, he worked in the Medjugorje 
parish where the reported apparitions

He left there in April 1944 
because many priests were being killed by 
communists at that time. Among those 
murdered was the 78-year-old priest 
assigned with him in Medjugorje, killed 
when a grenade was thrown into the 
parish office, he explained. 


Yugoslavia’s communist government 


has discouraged pilgrimages to the 
apparition site and has closed the hillside 
where the first visions reportedly 
occurred. The six young people and the 
thousands who congregate with them to 
be present during the apparitions now 
assemble at St. James Church in 
Medjugorje, he said. 


AMONG THE many who have 
journeyed to Yugoslavia to the apparition 
site is a Boston, Mass., resident named 
John Hill, Father Vistica said. Following 
his visit, Hill ‘“‘became a changed man”’ 
and he and his family “‘will do anything 
for Medjugorje,”’ the priest said. 


Hill has established the Center for 
Peace in Boston to collect and distribute 
the. messages and events of the 
Yugoslavaian village. The center has 
produced and distributed video tapes 
filmed while the six young people are 
viewing the Marian apparition. 


Father Vistica showed the video tape to 
the groups he spoke to about Medjugorje 
while he was in San Diego County. 


ONE OF the groups to hear the 
presentaion was the Holy Name Society 
at St. John parish in Encinitas. 


John Bashen, Holy Name Society 
president, said ‘“‘the high point of the 
evening was when Father Vistica showed 
us video film of the five unusual children 
of Medjugorje. None of us had ever 
before seen actual film of what purported 
to be a miracle. As we saw the children’s 


faces change into ecstacy as they saw the 
reported vision, the Holy Name meeting 
became so quiet you could have heard a 
pin drop, if anyone had been thoughtless 
enough to drop one. The film had a 
tremendous impact.”’ 


One of the many things revealed in the 
video tape is that the Virgin has told the 
youths that each of them will receive 10 
secrets. Once each has been given these 
10 messages, Mary has told the six that 
she will not appear again in the world as 
she does now. 


TWO OF the six have already been 
told 10 secrets, three have received nine, 
and one has been given eight, Father 


Vistica said. 


The two young people who have been 
told their ten messages no longer see the 
image, he said. 


After each has been given their secrets, 


the vision has told them there will be a 


“visible sign’’ after which all their secrets 
may be revealed,’’ the Franciscan said, 
adding that the youths ‘‘will be witnesses 
of the sign and they will know what it is.”’ 


FATHER VISTICA noted that 
Marian apparitions in the world have 
now completed a full day. She appeared 
at Lourdes in the morning and in Fatima 
at noon. At Medjugorje, the reported 
apparitions take place in the evening. 


The youth have been told to spread the 
message about the need for prayer in the 
world, he said. Millions are needed to 
fast, pray and do penance. The vision has 
told the children that through prayer wars 
and other destruction can be averted, he 
explained. 


“The situation in the world is 
dangerous,’’ Father Vistica said. ‘‘We 
haye to be careful. Maybe this is the last 
ance for conversion.’

Task Force recommendations 


In making its recommendations, 
CHA’s Task Force called on health care 
providers; 1) to reflect how an option for 
the poor challenges those in the ministry 
to be advocates on behalf of the poor; 2) 
to develop a compassionate vision that 
helps empathize with the poor; 3) and to 
cultivate a spirituality that allows people 
to experience the power of God in the 
midst of poverty and powerlessness. 


The optimum long-term strategy is 
federally mandated universal health 
insurance, the Task Force says. However, 
the political climate necessitates’ short- 
term strategies that could lead to such 
coverage in the future. The Task Force 
recommends: 


1. That each Catholic health care 
provider incorporate the option for the 
poor into. its annual planning and 
budgeting processes; 

2. That the Catholic health care 
ministry continue to enhance its advocacy 
efforts on behalf of health care policies 
that will benefit the poor; 

3. That programs be developed at all 
levels to help Catholic health care 
professionals better appreciate the special 
needs and circumstances of the poor; ; 

4, That parishes develop programs to 
identify health care needs of their poor; 

5. That each diocese study health care 
needs of its poor and the resources 
available to meet those needs, especially 
from various Church agencies; 

6. That state Catholic conferences act 
as conveners to implement the recom- 
mendations; » 

7. That the National Conference of 
Catholic Bishops update its 1981 pastoral 
letter, Health and Health Care; 

8. That Catholic Charities USA 
include access to health care services for 
the poor as a primary objective of its 
parish outreach program; 


9. That the National Catholic 


Education Association use its publications 
and activities to. stress the right of all 
persons to quality health care and 
everyone’s responsibility to become 
involved on behalf of the health care 
needs of the poor; 

10. That Congress set a national 
income standard to increase the number 
of poor persons eligible for Medicaid; 

11. That Congress remove categorical 
eligibility requirements to help make 
single persons, two-parent intact families 
and childless couples eligible for 
Medicaid; 

12. That Congress make these resource 
tests less restrictive in order to include 
more uninsured poor and near poor and 
to allow families to eventually: become 
self-sufficient; 

13. That states expand eligibility, 
benefits, and required coverage for 
certain groups; and expand programs for 
the medically needy; 

14. That states and counties establish 
case management programs for persons 


eligible for Medicaid, change 
reimbursement policies. to encourage 
efficient use of resources, and raise 


Medicaid physician reimbursement rates; 

15. That states mandate provision of 
health insurance, certain benefits and 
coverage for certain categories of persons; 
or establish catastrophic health insurance 
pools or funds to finance insurance for 
high-risk persons; 

16. That states, when necessary, should 
establish financial pools to pay 
‘disproportionate share’’ providers 
directly for charity care; 

17. That federal grant programs, such 
as maternal child health and nutrition 
programs, and funding for community 
health centers should be expanded; 

18. That Congress allow states to treat 
self-insured employers the same as 
employers whose health premiums are 
taxed for rendering services to the poor. 
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CHA Task Force on Health 
Hospitals, Church, gover 


ST. LOUIS — Making health care 
more available to the increasing numbers 
of people who can’t afford it is the goal of 
recommendations made by a task force of 
The Catholic Health Association of the 
United States (CHA). 


The Task Force on Health Care of the 
Poor has just completed a yearlong study 
of the problem of limited access to health 
care by people at or below the poverty 
level. The report recommends both 
immediate- and short-term measures for 
implementation by the nation’s 622 
CHA-member hospitals, the far-reaching 
network of Catholic human service 
agencies, the federal government, and the 
U.S. Congress. The task force strongly 
advocates as a long-term goal a federally 
mandated universal health insurance as 
the “‘superior method’’ of expanding the 
poor’s access to necessary health care. 
Until that goal is politically achievable, 
the task force suggests interim strategies. 


“The Report of the Task Force on 
Health Care of the Poor and _ its 
recommendations will become an 
essential part of CHA’s advocacy and 
programming efforts. The report’s 
implementation will help- shape future 
ministry and public policy initiatives to 
better care for those least able to care for 
themselves. In that sense, we believe that 
the report — and its potential impact — is 
singularly unique as was the Church-wide 
character of the Task Force, as was the 
special contribution and participation of 
each of its members,’’ said John E. 
Curley, CHA president. 


Citing health care as a basic human 
right, the task force urges changes in 
health care services, insurance, and 
reimbursement to ensure that people who 
are uninsured or underinsured can afford 
health care. The task force report issued 
this month says the problem of providing 
health care services to the poor is 
aggravated by recent changes in the 
health care field that have made providers 
more competitive, which results in a 
greater necessity for people to be able to 
pay for the health care services they 
receive. 


“‘Because many poor people lack either 
public or private health insurance and 
thus often cannot pay for their care, their 
access to needed services is seriously 
diminished,’’ the report states. ‘‘This 
problem has been aggravated by 
employers’ and insurers’ attempts to 
bring their health insurance benefit costs 
under control by reducing payments to 


hospitals and other providers, thus 
limiting dollars available for care of the 
poor. Furthermore, unprecedented 


federal budget deficits have exacerbated 
continuing problems in Medicare and 
Medicaid program costs.’’ 


Changes in health care financing now 
prevent hospitals who provide charity 
care from shifting some of those 
uncompensated costs to paying patients. 
With government coverage also reduced, 
many hospitals are less able to pay for 


care of uninsured poor persons. 


“Tt is a simple economic fact in today’s 
price competitive environment that any 
hospital providing significant 
uncompensated care must increase prices 
to recover costs — or become financially 
distressed,’’ the report states. ‘‘When 
price alone is the key factor for 
determining which hospitals survive, and 
when government commitments to the 
uninsured poor are simultaneously 
inadequate, hospitals providing a higher 
proportion of indigent care will be 
seriously harmed.”’ 


Medicare, the federal program for the 


.elderly, only covers 45 percent of the “@apP 


elderly’s health care costs; and Medicaid 
reaches only 31 pecent of the nation’s 
poor, according to the report. 
Restrictions on Medicaid eligibility 
exclude anyone who is not in one of the 
welfare categories: aged, blind, disabled 
or Aid to. Families with Dependent 
Children. 


Among those left uncovered: are the 
newly employed, whose job-related health 
insurance has not taken effect; the newly 
unemployed; couples at the poverty level; 
and undocumented aliens. 


The task force report indicates that 34 
million people or 16.5 percent of the U.S. 
population were uninsured for all or part 
of the year in 1977 — the most recent 
study available. It adds that the problem 
has grown worse, which places an 
increasing demand on hospitals for free 
care. In addition, the lack of federal 
reimbursement or adequate insurance 
frequently finds low-income patients 
being denied care by hospitals or 
physicians. : 

Other problem areas cited by the report 
include limited access due to lack of 
hospitals in rural areas or inner cities; 
inadequate coverage for preventive health 
services for children or pre-natal care for 


expectant mothers; insufficient provisions. 


for the elderly poor, especially in cases of 
catastrophic illness or admission to a long 
term care facility; and the increasing 
numbers using federal veterans’ health 
benefits. 


Citing Church teachings that outline 
the need for a ‘‘preferential option for the 
poor,’’ the task force calls on Catholic 
health care providers to include the needs 
of the poor in the annual planning and 
budget processes. It urges hospitals to 
consider the impact on the poor of such 
decisions as altering programs or services, 
adding equipment, or changing location. 
It asks that specific objectives for care of 
the poor be outlined and evaluated each 
year. The report asks each facility to set a 
specific income schedule for determining 
which individuals and families are eligible 
for charity care and urges them to be 
more generous to families with children 
and larger families. 


The report calls on The Catholic 
Health Association to collect the 
schedules, analyze them, and provide 
consultation services to its members as 
well as developing a national definition of 
“uncompensated care’? and collecting 
data on the health status of the poor. 


The report asks Catholic health care 
providers to collaborate with each other to 
establish or expand primary care 
programs for those not being served and 
to collaborate with those providing 
services to the homeless. Advocacy 
programs to alter health care policy and 
educational efforts also are encouraged. 


The task force report also calls for 
involvement by the entire Catholic 
Church through its dioceses and parishes: 
““Pope John Paul II has described the 
option for the poor as ‘a call to have a: 
special oneness with the small and weak, 
those that suffer and weep, those that are 
humiliated and left on the margins of 
society, so as to help them w:n their 
dignity as human persons and children of 
God,’ ’’ the report states. ‘‘Christians 
cannot relegate the responsibility for the 
poor to the Church’s health ‘care 
institutions alone. The larger Catholic 
community must re-accept a sense of 
responsibility for the health of the 
nation’s human family.’’ 


At the parish level, the report calls for 
increased outreach programs, referral 
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systems, transportation programs, and 
educational efforts to train laypeople to 
visit the sick. It asks for involvement in 
health screening, immunization, and 
health education programs as well as 
participation in diocesan programs. ° 


At the diocesan level, the report urges 
recruiting of health care professionals to 
serve in clinics for the poor and to accept 
referrals for Medicaid and the uninsured. 
It asks involvement in publicizing the 
plight of the poor and networking with 
existing agencies on health related 
programs. It also urges collaboration on 
advocacy efforts, interfaith dialogues, and 
involvement with Catholic health care 
facilities to develop a diocesan health 
plan. 


State and national Catholic agencies 
are called on to coordinate efforts to 
advocate expanded Medicaid coverage 
and other changes to improve access to 
health care by the poor. The task force 
report also asks the nation’s bishops to 
revise and update the 1981 pastoral letter, 
Health and Health Care, and to include 
a specific plan by which parishes, 
dioceses, and the U.S: Catholic 
Conference can increase their 
involvement. 


The task force report calls on 
government to expand its programs for 
the poor, adding that the government has 
already demonstrated, with Medicare and 
Medicaid, that its programs can 
substantially improve the delivery of 
health care services to the poor and 
elderly. 


‘“‘Health care has become a ‘growth 


industry’ and an ‘investment 
opportunity’ rather than an essential 
service and a civilized society’s 
obligation. In fact, the current 


preoccupation with controlling health 
care costs, to the neglect of the other 
equally important goals of improved 
access and quality, is causing the nation 
to lose sight of its obligation to provide 
adequately for the poor’s health care 
needs. In short, care to people unable to 
pay may well be the casualty in our 
nation’s cost containment battle,’’ the 
report warns. 


According to the report, the best 
mechanism for increased government 
responsibility would be to insure the 
health care poor. : 


“Insurance coverage would remove 
excessive delays and sometimes outright 
refusals in obtaining care. It would 
encourage people to obtain necessary 
health care, who otherwise would be slow 
in seeking it because they fear being 
rebuffed by hospitals or physicians. It also 
would remove the stigma of relief by 
which some recipients feel demeaned by 
their dependence on _ other’s 
benevolence,’’ the report states. 


The task force calls for several interim 
strategies as steps to a universal health 
insurance plan. It urges both expansion of 
Medicaid and state-mandated private 
insurance for the newly unemployed and 
the working poor. It calls for better 
reimbursements for hospitals who serve a 
disproportionately large number of the 
uninsured poor and urges a reallocation

of existing health care resources. Among 
the specific recommendations, the report 
seeks: 


© Changes in Medicaid eligibility tests 
that would relax the restrictions and 
expand eligibility; 

¢ Mandated benefits and eligibility for 
state Medicaid programs; 

e Establishement of programs for the 
medically needy; 3 

® Creation of case management 
programs for Medicaid recipients; 

e Restructuring of reimbursement to 
encourage well baby care, prenatal 
care, and other preventive health care 
measures; 

© Increases in Medicaid physician 
reimbursement rates. 


The report urges states to establish 
programs that would require employer 
health care plans as well as mandate 
certain benefits and categories of coverage 
for them. 


Although the task force cites the 
development of universal health care 
insurance coverage as the best option, it 
also recognizes that action is not 
politically popular. A second-best 
alternative would be direct government 
payment of hospitals for care of the poor. 
However, the report says that approach 
would cover only hospital-based care, 
which is generally more expensive. In 
addition, the report urges expansion of 
federal health grant programs, such as 


maternal health and nutrition programs, 


and funding for community health 
centers. It also calls for legislation that 
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would require employers who are self- 
insuring to make the same contributions 
to state tax coffers for health care of the 
poor as other employers. 


The task force recommendations are 


‘being reviewed by the CHA Board of 


Trustees. The Association will follow 
through on the approved recommenda- 
tions, urging implementation at all levels 
and establishing CHA programs as 
outlined. 


The report was over a year in the 
making. The 17 members of the task force 
included representatives from medicine, 
ethics, hospital administration, and 
national Church agencies. The task force 
was appointed by CHA’s Board of 
Trustees in late 1984, and the group met 
for the first time in January 1985. It met 
subsequently six more times, and on 
April 3, 1986, adopted the report 
submitted to the Board. 


The task force defines the health care 
poor as ‘‘those persons who are unable 
through private resources, employer 
support, or public aid to provide payment 
for health care services, or those unable to 
gain access to health care because of 
limited resources, inadequate education 
or discrimination.”’

WASHINGTON (NC) — A federal 
court order laying a $100,000-a-day fine 
against the U.S. bishops if they fail to 
produce subpoenaed pro-life records 
marked ‘another skirmish in a_half-a- 
decade battle over. the church’s tax- 
exempt status. 


Focus of the dispute is an attempt by a 


militant abortion rights group, Abortion - 


Rights Mobilization, to make the Internal 
Revenue Service revoke the - tax 
exemption of the National Conference of 
@atholic Bishops and U.S. Catholic 
Conference, the bishops’ Washington- 
based organizational structures. Other 
Catholic entities, including the nation’s 
19,000 parishes, also are potential targets 
for loss of tax-exempt status. 


THE ABORTION rights group says 
the bishops’ conferences and other church 
groups have engaged in improper anti- 
abortion political activity. U.S. tax laws 
prohibit tax-exempt charitable 
organizations from devoting a 
‘‘substantial’’ portion of their budgets to 
lobbying: and prohibit them from 
endorsing or opposing candidates for 
political office. 

The case stems from controversial 
actions and statements. by church groups 
and officials during the late 1970s and in 


‘the 1980 political campaign. The case 


itself was filed on Oct. 2, 1980, just a 
reonth before the election that put Ronald 
Reagan into the White House. 


Among allegations cited in 1980 by 
Abortion Rights Mobilization as evidence 
of church misconduct were: 


e THE BISHOPS’ 1975 Pastoral 
Plan for Pro-Life Activities, which 
discussed actions in the political and 
public arena to promote an anti-abortion 
constitutional amendment and other pro- 
life legislation. 


e Items in parish bulletins and 
diocesan newspapers which Abortion 
Rights Mobilization claimed attacked 
pro-abortion candidates. 


¢ Comments by Diocese of Pittsburgh 
officials which, according to Abortion 
Rights Mobilization, urged Catholics to 
not vote for Rep. William S. Moorhead, 
D-Pa., in 1978 because of’his abortion 
views. 


A LETTER by the late Cardinal 
Humberto Medeiros of Boston that 
Abortion Rights Mobilization alleged told 
Catholics to not vote for pro-abortion 
politicians. 

e An editorial proclaiming ‘‘Nuts to 
the IRS’’ in Today’s Catholic, newspaper 
of the Archdiocese of San Antonio, 
Texas. The editorial noted the IRS 
prohibitions on endorsing political 
candidates, then went on to endorse 
Reagan for president. 


The suit originally named the IRS as 
defendant because it administers the 
granting of tax exemptions. But in 1982 
Abortion Rights Mobilization had the 


NCCB and USCC added as codefendants: 


in the suit. 


A YEAR later, U.S. District Judge - 


Robert Carter, who has handled the case 
since its inception, agreed to remove the 
NCCB-USCC as. co-defendants but 
allowed the dispute between the abortion 
rights group and the IRS to proceed. 


In 1984 Carter agreed to a request by 
Abortion Rights Mobilization to 
subpoena NCCB-USCC records on pro- 
life activities which the group wanted to 
use as evidence in the lawsuit.

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Southern Cross bulletins 
offer pluses for parishes 


ALCALA PARK — Early last year, 
Southern Cross editor Father Louis 
Copestake began looking for a way to 
bring more revenue in for the newspaper. 
He found the way ‘‘by doing what we do 
best. . . typesetting and printing,’’ and 
the newspaper began a bulletin printing 
service. 


‘ 


Three diocesan parishes ‘‘were brave 
enough”’ to take an immediate chance on 
the new bulletin service, signing on last 
summer, Father Copestake said. The 
three parishes are Our Lady of the 
Rosary, All Hallows, and St. Didacus. 


SINCE THEN, the service has 
blossomed and now prints bulletins for 10 
parishes, said John Hranek, bulletin 
production manager. Bulletins for six 
more parishes will be started in the next 
few weeks. 


The bulletins are printed free of 
charge, Father Copestake said. Printing 
costs are paid by the advertising that 
appears on the bulletin’s back cover. 


“*The service has grown because of the 
cooperation of pastors and the quality of 
our product,’’ Father Copestake said. 


FOR THE service’s first few years, 
most of the additional revenue generated 
by the operation will go back into the 
business, the editor said. Monies will be 
used to purchase new printing 
equipment, as well as to cover postal rate 
increases for the newspaper. The service 
is ‘“‘a way for the paper to pay its own 
way,”’ he explained. 

Part of any additional revenue may also 
be returned to the parishes, Father 
Copestake said, adding that these funds 
will help parishes offset their newspaper 
subscription costs. 


The bulletin operation allows Southern 
Cross to make better use of its machinery, 
the editor explained. Rather than using 
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Continuous & dignified service 


Mission Bay Chapel & 
Pacific Beach Mortuary, Inc. 
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the machines only three days a week, they 
are now in use daily. 


HRANEK SAID Southern Cross’ 
bulletin service has a number of 
advantages over other companies. 


One plus of the service is that revenue 
generated by it remains in the diocese, he 
said. Hranek estimates that about $1 
million a year goes out of the diocese in 
bulletin advertising sales. Most bulletin 
advertisers are Catholics, he added. 


Another advantage of the service is that 
“‘we’re here,’’ Hranek said. Other 
bulletin services are located outside San 
Diego County. Because it is local, 
Southern Cross Bulletin and Printing 
Division has a shorter turn-around time. 
‘“We can pick up from Tuesday to 
Thursday and deliver on Friday,’’ he 
said, adding that this allows a bulletin’s 
information to be ‘‘more fresh and up-to- 
date.”’ 


Southern Cross bulletin service is also 
“more flexible in terms of format and 
design,’’ Hranek said. ‘‘We offer type- 
setting. We can do (the printing) any 
way’? a parish wants, from small- to 
large-size print, as well as offering 
different type faces. 


“‘Parish secretaries don’t have to do as 
much work’’ for our bulletin service, he 
said. ‘‘Nothing has to be perfect or 
camera ready. We can also make last 
minute changes.’’ Additional bulletin 
flyers or special programs can also be 
printed. 


Advertisers also like the fact that the 
service is local, Hranek said. ‘‘We’re 
right here where they can get hold of us. 
We allow them to change their ads 
whenever they want.’’ Some bulletin 
companies do not permit this, he 
explained. 


FROM TWO part-time personnel, the 
bulletin division staff has grown to four

Parishes who now have their bulletins 
printed by Southern Cross include Our 
Lady of the Rosary, All Hallows, St.

Immaculata, St. Gabriel, Our Lady of 
Angels, St. Jude, St. Kieran, and St. 
Mary Magdalene. Other parishes set to 
begin with the service in the next few 
weeks are Ascension, St. Joseph 
Cathedral, St. Jerome, St. Timothy, St. 
Elizabeth, and St. Michael in Poway. 


Reactions of pastors receiving the 
service have generally been favorable. 


FATHER JAMES Rankin, pastor of 
St. Kieran parish said he is pleased with 
the transition. Southern Cross’ service is 
better than what the parish had had 
previously. He said he is impressed with

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It happens every May in thousands of homes across the 


- country. High school students sneak their yearbooks

home and hide them away in their rooms so their parents 
won’t see what their friends have written in them. If 
parents happen to ask to see their picture, the teen-ager 
may show them that page but they are embarrassed to let 
them read the whole book. 


It’s a universal complaint of parents, one that drew 
many letters to ‘‘Dear Abby’’ last year. One reader wrote 
that a boy she had known since grade school wrote a filthy 
expression across her picture. When she tried to erase the 
words, she erased her picture. The words were still 
readable so she had to cut them out with a razor blade. 


‘“‘WHEN I asked the boy why he did it,’’ she wrote, 
‘the said he was just kidding. I was ashamed to show my 
yearbook to anyone because of the stupidity of one 
person. To this day, I’ve never shown my yearbook to my 
parents or anyone else.’”’ 


How sad and how foolish. But the practice of writing 
suggestive and even obscene comments has become so 
widespread that it renders the yearbook pornographic and 
useless. Surely, young people who aren’t comfortable 
letting their parents read their annual are going to be even 
less comfortable letting their children read it someday. 


Each year, the yearbook becomes bigger, more 
attractive and more expensive. The going cost of a large

high school’s yearbook is between $15 and $20 today, 
That’s a lot of money for an object to be defaced rather 
than cherished. 


MY DAUGHTER told me once that she wished she 
hadn’t had her’s signed by friends. ‘‘They didn’t mean 
what they wrote, Mom,”’ she said. ‘‘But they try to be 
funny and to outdo each other and that ruins the book.’’ 


Embarrassing friends in their yearbook is nothing new, 
I realize. I suspect many parents have hidden their 
annuals away for the same reason. Yet, there seems to be 
a drive on to write something racier each year, whether it 
has any basis or not. 


How can we help our children be part of the autograph 
signing and yet own a yearbook they will be proud to 
show in years to come? 'I suggest three parent actions. 


FIRST, LET’S try to let our teen-agers know in 
advance that we realize the dilemma they may face. We

understand that it’s hard to ask friends not to write em- 
barrassing comments but that we also know that in a few 
years, they may wish they had a yearbook they could 
show to others. This at least alerts them to the possibility 
that they may someday be sorry if they allow and 
encourage obscene autographs in their book. 


Secondly, we need to give them some sense of respon- 
sibility for others’ books. Chances are fair that if porno- 
graphic comments appear in their books, they may be re- 
ciprocating with friends. Perhaps we can wonder aloud 
how other parents might view the writer of such 
comments. It may give them another pause to reflect. 


Finally, let’s ask the school and student leadership if 
there isn’t an alternative to defacing the book itself. 
Would it be feasible to have available a tuck-in section for 
autographs which can be removed so that the integrity 
and appearance of the book can be preserved? I envision 
an attractive blank pamphlet entitled ‘‘Crib Notes’’ or 
‘Everything You Wanted to Know About Me’’ or 
“‘Classified Information.’’ 


THESE COULD be distributed during signing 
sessions or included with the book and the students who 
do not want a book with comments or signatures across 
photographs would then be comfortable in being part of 
the group while preserving their yearbook for the future. 
Which is the point of yearbooks, after all. 


Historically, ‘hell’ has had many different meanings 


QUESTION: One phrase in the 
Apostles’ Creed puzzles us. ‘‘He 
descended into hell, the third day he 
rose again from the dead.”’ 


What does that mean? How could 
Christ descend into hell?

ANSWER: Our English word ‘‘hell’’ 
in this creed does not mean the place of 
the damned. In its original use, which 
continues in a few ways like this even up 
to now, it meant the underworld, the 
‘“shades’’ where it was believed that the 
spirits of the dead were bound. 

Thus it corresponds to the Hebrew 
word we find often in the Old Testament, 
“‘sheol,’’ a sort of ambiguous region of 
half-existence, where all, good and bad, 
were consigned after death. 

MANY EARLY forms of the Apostles’ 
Creed did not use the word at all. They 
simply said that Jesus died, was buried 
and rose again.

Relief supplies sent

WASHINGTON (NC) — Following 
widespread contamination in Eastern 
Europe by the Soviet nuclear accident at 


- Chernobyl, two U.S. relief organizations 


have begun efforts to provide the Polish 
Catholic Church with emergency supplies 
of milk and medicine worth at least $6 
million. 

Catholic Relief Services announced 
May’8 in New York it was committing 
$100,000 in aid for the purchase of 
powdered milk at the request of the Polish 
bishops. A spokeswoman estimated CRS 
eventually may provide up to $6 million 
worth of aid for 2.1 million Polish 
children. 


‘“‘THIS IS our initial humanitarian 
response to our Polish friends in the wake 
of last week’s nuclear disaster at 
Chernoby] and is in answer to a request

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QUESTION: We are friends with a 
Lutheran couple and would like them 
as godparents for our new baby. I have 
been told that one is allowed but the 
second must be Catholic. 


The Catholic Encyclopedia states 
that sponsors should be baptized. 
Please explain for us the church’s 
position. (Pennsylvania) 


ANSWER: Some revisions of the 
Church’s regulations concerning sponsors 
have occurred during the past 20 years or 
so. Present law requires that a child to be 
baptized should, whenever possible, have 
a sponsor who will help the child grow to 
lead a Christian life in harmony with the 
meaning of baptism and to fulfill the 
obligations connected with it. 


Either a man or woman, or one of each 
sex, May serve as sponsor. 


THE SPONSOR must be at least 16 
years of age (unless the minister of the 
sacrament makes an exception for a 
sufficient reason), and a_ practicing 
Catholic who has received the sacraments 
of initiation — baptism, confirmation and 
the Eucharist. 


The father or mother of the child may 
not be a sponsor. 


In other words, at least one of the 
‘*sponsors’’ must be Catholic. However, 
whenever only one Catholic sponsor is 
assigned, a baptized, non-Catholic 
Christian may stand as it were in place of 
the second. 


WHILE THIS non-Catholic is not a 
sponsor in the canonical sense of the 
word, he or she is officially referred to as a 
Christian witness to the baptism and, of 
course, accepts insofar as possible similar 


responsibilities for the spiritual care of the 
child baptized. 


These qualifications are indicated in 
the introduction to the Rite of Baptism 
and in canon law (canon 872-874).

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Defusing the split 


If you’re familiar with growing children, you know it’s common for the kids to try to get 
one parent to agree to something the other parent has refused. This type of divisive 
behavior is common — but can be dangerous if left unchecked. 


When one parent frequently says ‘‘yes’’ after the other has said ‘‘no, 


” a pattern of 


‘‘good parent/bad parent’’ develops. Not only does this affect the children’s relationship 
with the parents, but the spouses’ images of each other also deteriorate: the wife may see 
the husband as inflexible and negative, while the husband views his wife as weak and a 


‘*pushover.”’ 


Parents should agree how to handle the children and present a united front. If this does 
not happen, there is a breakdown in communications in the marriage that may require 
professional help to resolve. A counselor can help you identify existing negative patterns 
and establish more functional lines of communication. A couple needs to work as a team in 
raising their children; it may be necessary to confront the children about their divisive 
behavior and to make it clear that such behavior will not be accepted.

Youth reflect on inner peace

TIERRASANTA — An atmosphere of stillness 
permeated the peace vigil held at Ascension Church 
where about 250 gathered May 9 to reflect on their 
experiences of inner turmoil and peace. 


St. Columba’s contemporary youth choir led by Peter 
Rubalcava opened the sessions by singing ‘‘Pray Peace.’’ 


MSGR. NEAL DOLAN, pastor of Ascension Church, 
emphasized the importance of interior transformation. 
“‘We can’t do much about any war except that going on 
inside of us,’’ he said. 


““Touching peace will help us through times of rejection 
and hurt,” he said, adding that people constantly pursue 
peace, “‘but rarely admit they got it together.’’ Finding 
peace ‘‘will take us into the deeper message of the Lord.’’ 


The youth then viewed a slide presentation showing 
scenes and symbols of war and peace. A narrator explored 
ways of finding peace: ‘‘Peace is harmony between 
people. . . who trust each other and are honest. Problems 
can be solved if there is trust.”’ 


THE NARRATOR also commented on nature scenes: 
“‘Love is all around me; sometimes it is called hate.”’ 


Small-group discussions followed in locations 
representing six geographical areas: Europe, South 
America, North America, Asia; Africa and’ Central 
America. The youth were asked to pray for that area in 
the coming week. 

Joe Swoboda, director of youth ministry at St. Mary 
Church, Escondido, reminded his group of the other 
peace vigils being held simultaneously in the San Diego 
diocese and in the dioceses of Los Angeles, Orange and 
San Bernardino. ‘‘God is here as we make our 
connections with each other,’’ he said. 

HE ASKED participants to share what peace meant to 
them individually and to recall times of peace and unrest 
in their lives. Each one held a carnation when speaking. 
This activity ended with group members praying for each 
other. 

The youth then reunited and joined hands in a circle as 
Mary Dawn Pathman and Monica Joy Macie prayed for 
peace. They are diocesan representatives to the Region 
XI Youth Council. 

All exchanged a greeting of peace and dispersed to the 
patio for a soup-and-bread meal. They had_ been 
encouraged to fast the day of the vigil. 


ACCORDING TO Mary McCabe, coordinator of the 
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vigils, about 150 youth attended the vigil in Spanish at 
Holy Family Church. It was conducted by Father Edward 
Kaicher, director of the Office of Youth and Young Adult 
Ministries. 


\ About 70 youth participated in the vigil at Our Lady of 

Guadalupe Church, Calexico, said youth minister Paul 
Lopez. Activities there were similar to those conducted in 
San Diego. Father Barry Vinyard, who will become 
pastor of that church next month, celebrated the closing 
liturgy. 

The experience was an ‘‘eye-opener to many of the 
kids’? Lopez described as ‘‘receptive.’? They realized 
their need for peace in relationships with parents and 
friends at school, he added. 


DAWN JONES, member of the youth group at St. 
Patrick Church, San Diego, was asked what caused 
turmoil in young people’s lives. 


Disputes over violence ‘‘cause rifts among teen-agers,” 
she said. Some think we should have used nuclear 
weapons in bombing Libya; ‘‘others think we should not 
have bombed them at all. People are fighting fire with 
fire. We have been blamed for killing a 15-month-old 
baby in Libya,”’ she said.

TUCSON, Ariz. (NC) — Trabajadores de Santuario 
acusados el 1 de mayo en Tucson de ayudar a 
indocumentados han prometido seguir colaborando a los 
centroamericanos y han apelado a la Iglesia para que 
ayude al movimiento. 


Ocho trabajadores de la Iglesia fueron hallados 
culpables en un juicio en Tucson por ayudar a 
indocumentdos centroamericanos y se enfrentan a una 
variedad de condenas en prisién y multas. Tres otros 
fuerdn absueltos. 


DESPUES QUE Darlene Nicgorski, Hermana de la 
Escuela de San Francisco, fuera hallada culpable dijo que 
“no se arrepiente de nada.”’ 


En una conferencia de prensa efectuada el dia 2 de 
mayo en Nueva York, la Hermana Nicgorski dijo que su 
orden y algunos obispos habian apoyado fuertemente a la 
cadena de activistas que ayudan a indocumentados 
provenientes de Centro America. ‘‘Pero 
desafortunadamente, los obispos como grupo aceptaron la 
opinion de los abogados en vez de seguir al Espiritu.”’ 


La Conferencia Nacional de Obispos Catdlicos no ha 
tomado una posicién oficial respecto al movimiento, que 
asegura que los centroamericanos deben ser ayudados 
porque si son forzados a retornar a sus paises podrian ser 
perseguidos. El movimiento esta en contraposicién al 
Servicio de Inmigracién y Naturalizacion, que cataloga a 
estos centroamericanos como refugiados econdémicos y a 
los trabajadores de Santuario como contrabandistas.

PG-13, drugs and language: 
results may be worse than ever

NEW YORK (NC) — The Motion 
Picture Association of America and the 
National Association of Theatre Owners 
have proclaimed that they are getting 
tougher with films depicting drug use of 
any kind and those containing harsh sex- 
ually derived language. 


The motion picture group, an industry- 
appointed trade organization which rates 
films according to ages, will now at least 
give a PG-13 and even an R or X to any 
films which depict drug use or include 
profanity and obscene words in a 
gratuitous fashion. 


WHILE THIS position appears com- 
mendable, it obscures the current laxity 
on the part of the rating administration 
to deal with the increased use of profanity 
and violence which has reached alarming 
levels in recent films like ‘‘Wise Guys,”’ 
“Blue City” and ‘“‘Murphy’s Law.”’ 
They are expected to set the precedent of 
acceptance for films like the soon-to-be- 
released ‘‘Cobra,’’ which promises to 
reach new heights of physical and verbal 
assault. 


The movie industry ratings have simp- 
ly become a facile way for confused and 
insecure producers and distributors to 
define intended audiences. Rather than 
acting as a warning, the ratings merely 
alert viewers to the fact that certain films 
are selling sex and violence. The rating 
has become another marketing strategy. 


Considering that the X rating has 
mysteriously disappeared and that the G 
is on the verge of extinction, the film in- 
dustry is practically limited to segregating 
films into two classes, for adults over 17, 
sand children under 17. 


AS THE industry’s self-appointed 
regulatory body, the Motion Picture 
Association of America has become more 
an arbiter of taste than a protector of 
values.

In redefining its policy, the industry’s 
classification and rating administration 
further obscures the validity of the PG-13 
rating as a precautionary warning to 
parents about explicit content. 


One sees immediately how distributors 
may easily manipulate the rating with the 
addition or deletion of one vulgar word. 
More realistically, one can see how the 
new valuation may easily open the flood- 
gates to a renewed permissiveness in 
movie-making by affording a way to 
avoid the R rating by virtue of the new 
tougher PG-13. 


FILMS APPEALING to the youth 
market may become worse than ever 
because films previously considered for an 
R rating might be lumped into the 
tougher PG-13 category. 


One essential weakness of the industry 
rating system is that it fails to announce 
the reasons for each rating. But there 
seems to be a general lack of awareness 
that the agency is only concerned with the 
language and visuals of a given film -and 
not the narrative content — the message 
or effect the film has upon social values. 


The new position appears to be more of 
a strategy to save the PG-13 from the fate 
of the G. Neither condemning nor con- 
doning, the current system _merely 
neglects or evades problems of narrative 
content as if all stories have implicit value 
regardless of treatment. 


IMAGES NOT only express mean- 
ings, they produce meaning. Part of the 
role of the U.S. Catholic Conference 
communication office reviews is to assess 
content and educate — to give warnings 
when necessary to help the viewer deter- 
mine the value and suitability of a given 
film. 


Unlike most critical and classifying 
agencies or individuals, the USCC is not 
an arbiter of taste.
